The development of electrical sci- 


ence in recent years has done much

surprise many people to learn that 
it has stepped in to supplant the 
Nelaton probe. 
But it will surprise 


even electrical men to learn of the ab- 
solute uniqueness of the method by 
which this has been accomplished. 


The Nelaton probe was named after 


the great French surgeon who invented 
it. lie was called in to treat Garibaldi, 
who had a bulletin hir, body. Xelaton 
was unable to locate it and the Italian 
patriot's life was despaired of. Nelaton 
sat up one whole night thinking. 


It finally occurred to him to use an 


ordinary probe with a smooth, round 
piece of porcelain on the end. By in- 
serting it in the wound lie hoped to get 
the lead markings on the white piece 
of porcelain, showing1 where the bullet 
lay.

cil was held last night, with all members 
present except Aid. Dcdd. 


O. L. Robinson was granted a license 


for a new saloon at 64J But Eldorado 
street-.

John A. Ward will be permitted to 


sell popcorn from a vehicle at the Cor- 
ner ot William and Water streets, and 
George A. Williams, a native ot the 
county) will peddle farm produce with- 
out bavin? to pay a license. 


The ordinance annezicg certain terri- 


tory south of Cantrell street was re- 
ferred. 


Congressman Springer sent a letter 


to Meyor Mofflt referring to the fact 
that he had introduced a bill in congress 
to give Deoatnr a public building. The 
letter was read. It was suggested ia the 
latter that Dscatnr prepare a memorial 
to congress, making a statement of l>e- 
oatnr's importance and resources, and 
making a claim for the improvement. 
Aid. Watkins, Shade and Montgomery 
were appointed to prepare the memonal. 


Jaints M. Lee, city attorney, to whom 


was submitted the resolution of Aid. 
Williams in reference to gambling house* 
made the following report: "I hereby 
advise yonr honorable body that it 
would be unlawful in the manner speci- 
fied in the within resolution." 


On motion of Aid, Shade the resolu- 


tion calling for the destruction ot the 
gambling outfits wae laid on the table. 


An ordinance regulating the width ot 


wagon tires was read and referred, being 
in accordance with an amendment passed 
at the last meeting. The new ordinance 
provided that for the better protection 
of paved streets and alleys no vehicle of 
any description with felloes and tires 
lees than two and three-fourths inches in 
breadth shall be permitted to paes over 
said street with a greater load than 4000 
pounds. No vehicle with tires lees than 
two inches wide shall carry a load greater 
than 3000 pounds. The penalty is a flne 
ranging from $5 to 825. There was no 
time specified as to when the ordinance 
should become >ff«otive, and it was 
therefore referred 10 the ordinance com- 
mittee to agree on a time.
